Group V, claims 20, drawn to a method of detection using an 
antibody; 

Group VI, claim 21 drawn to an apparatus; and 

Group VII, claims 24-26, drawn to a method of treatment . 

The Examiner further requires an election of species of one 
of the species of claim 2; one of molecular weights of claims 6- 
7 and one of the amino acid sequences of claims 8-9. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, 
Applicants elect, with traverse, Group I, claims 1-9, drawn to 
polypeptides . 

Applicant further elect the following species : 

In claim 2 - the species Mycobacterium tuberculosis; 

In claim 6 - the molecular weight of lOOkDa; 

In claim 7 - the molecular weight of about 55 to 65 kDa; 

In claim 8 - the amino acid sequence selected from <400>2; and 

In claim 9 - the amino acid sequence selected from <400>1 .
